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HOW TO ORDER 


Arrange your books and determine by measurements in lineal inches 
the total length of shelf space required to hold them. Divide this length by 
32 (which is the inside length of our book section), and you will have the 
number of book sections needed. 


The number of tops and bases will be governed by the arrangement 
desired. Four sections with top and base sections make a convenient height. 


By the inside height of a book section is meant the distance between 
the shelf and the door, when the door is in a horizontal position. Thus a 
914 inch book section will easily accommodate books up to 91/4 inches high, 
which is the size of the majority of books found in an ordinary home library. 


Our 1114 inch book section is suitable for all octavo works, and is a 
size particularly adapted for law offices ag it will accommodate all reports, 
American Digest, American and English Encyclopedia of Law, etc. 


After determining the number and size of sections required, you can 
then select the grade and finish. For description of grades and finishes, see 
page 30. 


In purchasing a sectional bookcase it should be remembered that 
you are investing in an article that will, last a lifetime. The bookcase that 
would answer your requirements today might not harmonize with the bet- 
ter grade of furniture you will doubtless possess in the years to come. It 
is therefore advisable to limit your purchase to a few sections of the bet- 
ter grades and increase your library as your circumstances permit. 
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GENERAL CONSTRUCTION 


TOP SECTIONS: As the sections 
for holding books are open at the 
top, the shelf of one section cover- 
ing the top of the next lower one, 
a top section is necessary to cover 
the upper book section. We furnish 
two different styles of top sections; 
with flat front moulding and with 
roll front moulding, as illustrated in 
catalog. Both are interchangeable. 


BOOK SECTIONS: A complete case 
consists of top, base and one or more 
sections for holding books. These 
book sections are composed of shelf, 
back, two ends and door. The shelf 
is very solidly made and smoothly 
finished; being seven-eighths inch 
thick, it is very strong and will hold 
the weight of any number of books 
that may be placed in the section. 
The back is three-eighths inch thick, and is smoothly finished. The ends are seven-eighths 
inch thick, handsomely shaped and finished, and beaded at the end to break the joint 
where the sections interlock. These ends are hinged to the shelves with special irons to 
allow the cases to be folded flat for shipment. On the inside of the ends are secured 
the rollers and wire runways upon which the door operates. These book sections are 
made in different sizes as listed in catalog, the number of the section indicating the inside 
height or size of book the section will accommodate. 


BASE SECTIONS: In order to raise the case from the floor, a base section should be 
used. This makes it easy to refer to books in the lower book section, and also gives the 
case a solid foundation. These base sections are furnished in four different styles as 
illustrated on different pages of catalog. 


ONE BOOK SECTION WITH TOP AND BASE is, up to its capacity, a complete book- 
ease. It is not necessary to wait until you have enough books to fill several sections before 
you start a case, nor is it necessary to order more sections than you can fill—just order the 
number of sections needed for the 
books you have, and add more sec- 
tions from time to time as you ac- 
quire more books. 


A single section stack is often used 
under a window; either permanently, 
or until more sections are needed, 
when the case is transferred to some 
other space and built up higher, The 
case is always complete, yet never 
finished; may be changed at any 
time when conditions make change 
necessary, 


By purchasing a few sections at a 
time, an extensive case may be built 
up without the expense being felt, 
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DOORS 


The Lundstrom Sectional Bookcases 
are equipped with overlapping pivoted 
glass doors, which, upon being raised 
to a horizontal position may be PUSH- 
ED BACK into the section over the 
books ENTIRELY OUT OF THE WAY.
